That the industry is a local ona is‘ made evident 
te the visitor, who will find blast furnaces in 
operation within the municipal boundaries of the 
city, Another ancient Glasgow ifdustry is that 
of the manufacture of malleablo iron which 
followed in the wake of piz iron manufactare. 
Daring the past year important additions were 
made to local plants,-and ao visitor to the lead. 
ing establishments cannot fail to be iraprosee 
by the improvements which are being’ gradually 
clferted in manufacturing processes.
